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Less affordable housing in new plan 


REVISED plans for a 20-house develop¬ 
ment on the outskirts of Seaton, with re¬ 
duced affordable housing, has been backed 
by planners. 

Outline planning permission for up to 21 houses 
(with 40 per cent affordable housing) on land west of 
Barnard’s Hill Lane has already been given by East 
Devon District Council (EDDC). 

But a revised application for up to 20 houses (with 
25 per cent affordable housing) will be heard by 
EDDC’s Development Management Committee 
today (Tuesday). 

The application has been referred to the committee 
because Seaton Town Council disagrees with EDDC 
planning officers. 

Seaton Town Council opposes the application for a 
number of reasons, including highway concerns and 
the site being outside of the built-up boundary area. 

EDDC has also received seven letters of objections 
from members of the public, expressing concerns 
about the risk of, for example, flooding, the visual im¬ 
pact of two-storey dwellings, the impact on biodiver¬ 
sity and wildlife. 

Many of the concerns were raised during the previ- 
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ous planning application, and EDDC officers’ sum¬ 
mary of the new application reflected this by saying: 


“In landscape impact, highway safety and other terms 
the development of the site has previously been found 
to be acceptable, subject to conditions. 

“Whilst it is disappointing that the level of afford¬ 
able housing provision has dropped, this is in line with 
a recent appeal decision and reflects the expected pro¬ 


vision for this area in line with the requirements of 
the New Local Plan. 

“Some additional consideration of surface water 
drainage mechanisms have been submitted in relation 
to the application but a detailed design for surface 
water drainage has not been provided. 

“Whilst it would be beneficial to have an outline 
strategy at this stage given the extant permission for 
development of the site it is not considered that this 
can be insisted upon and should therefore be secured 
by condition. 

“In consideration of all of the matters raised within 
the report the proposal, although a departure from the 
Adopted Local Plan, is considered to represent sus¬ 
tainable development and as such is recommended for 
approval subject to a legal agreement and conditions 
to secure the matters set out at the end of the report.” 

A decision will be made during the Development 
Management Committee meeting today at EDDC 
headquarters in Sidmouth. 

Outline planning permission is sought to establish 
if the location concerned is suitable for the type of de¬ 
velopment proposed. 

If it is, a full planning application must be submitted 
and approved before construction can start.

Carnival fun fair on the 
Webster’s garage site 

THE rejuvenated Websters site in Axminster will 
return to active life by hosting the carnival fun¬ 
fair. 

Pulman’s View can reveal that the sheer space 
of the site was so appealing that Herbert’s Funfair 
decided to move away from its traditional base at 
Coombe Lane Car Park. 

After decades of dereliction, the prominent 
Websters site will finally serve a purpose again. 

The site is owned by Hallmark Estates (Devon) 
Limited, and director Neal Hiscocks said: “You’ll 
no doubt have been watching the progress of our 
clearance of Websters over recent months. 

“I’m delighted to report that we’re nearing 
the end of the process, so there shouldn’t be 
many more weeks before the new car park 
opens.” 

As previously reported, permission was given 
last year to turn the site into a car park for up to 
five years until a permanent solution for the site 
is found. 

Mr Hiscocks added: “In the meantime, the size 
of the space we’ve created has caught the eye of 
many parties including those with interests in the 
town’s Carnival Week. 

“Plainly, we have fewer residential neighbours 
than the usual site of the funfair in Coombe Lane 
and we were approached to be its 2015 location. 

“After talks and consultation with East Devon 
District Council, I can confirm that Herbert’s Fun¬ 
fair will indeed be occupying Websters from Sun¬ 
day, September 13th until Sunday, September 
20th, playing their part in Axminster Carnival 
Week’s activities. 

“As part of the agreement and upon departure 
on the 20th, the site is to be left tidy and litter- 
free. 

“Then shortly afterwards, we look forward to 
announcing in the local press more details about 
the operation of a spacious and brand new car¬ 
park in the most convenient and central location 
possible in the town.” 


From the editor’s chair 
Passing of another hero

WHETHER we like to admit it, we all have 
heroes. In the world of newspapers I had three 
-1 say “had “ because the last of these died last 
week, I am saddened to say. 

Those who have followed my columns over 
the years will recall that I have often written 
about the late Wally Fellender, doyen of local 
reporters in East Devon who covered the 
Axminster and Lyme patch for Pulman’s 
Weekly News for 40 years, either side of World 
War Two, in whose footsteps I followed in the 
1970s. 

Wally was my mentor and my friend. He did a 
huge amount for Axminster and it always sad¬ 
dens me that his memory has never been com¬ 
memorated. Far lesser souls have roads named 
after them. 

My ambition as a cub reporter was to become 
the Manchester United reporter for the Man¬ 
chester Evening News. I was beaten to it by 
David Meek who occupied that exalted position 


for the whole of his career. Nationally, my big 
hero was sport columnist Ian Woolridge who 
continued his brilliant column in the Daily Mail 
right up until the day he died. 

My third hero was a former editor of Pulman’s 
Weekly News , Donald Mildenhall MBE, who 
graduated to the editor’s chair of the Western 
Gazette, based in Yeovil, when it was one of the 
biggest circulating weekly papers in the coun¬ 
try. 

Donald, who died last week aged 89, was a 
giant of regional press, having been President 
of the Guild of British newspapers, represent¬ 
ing 400 different newspaper. 

He proved that a newspaper editor could also 
play a crucial part in community life, without 
compromising his journalistic principles, a pol¬ 
icy which I have always tried to emulate, not al¬ 
ways with great success. 

So very few characters are now left in my in¬ 
dustry.

OTTERY St MARY HONITON 

Opposition to homes *'We told you so’ say 
near Slade Farm the Senior Voice 


OTTERY St Mary Town Council planning commit¬ 
tee have ‘vigorously opposed' the construction of 
over 50 new homes for the over 55s, near Slade 
Farm. 

The application, which has been called unnec¬ 
essary, damaging and contrary to many East 
Devon District Council planning policies, was pre¬ 
sented in front of the committee and around 50 
concerned local residents in the public gallery. 

Issues raised concerning the application in¬ 
cluded the effect on Ottery's infrastructure, the 
validity of the application and the environmental 
effects the build would have on the area at Slade 
Farm. 

In the past residents of Ottery St Mary have 
been questioned on how many homes they 
would like to see built over the next 15 years. The 
public returned a number of 100, which the town 
council thought was unreasonable and submitted 
the figure as 300. 


HONITON Senior Voice (HSV) members say they 
have been vindicated two years after MP Neil 
Parish accused the organisation of making “spu¬ 
rious comments”. 

Mr Parish was invited to a HSV meeting in Oc¬ 
tober 2013, called to discuss privatisation of the 
NHS. 

The meeting quickly came to focus on a local 
non-emergency patient transportation contract 
awarded to private contractor NSL, and HSV 
chairman Vic Bowsher OBE said: “We have real 
concerns about this.” 

A debate developed and HSV member Tony 
Simpson presented a dossier of negative news 
articles from around the country about NSL. 

In short, Mr Simpson expressed his concern but 
Mr Parish accused him of making “spurious 
comments” and added: “I’m sure some of the 
early mistakes have been put right.” 

Last week it emerged that the contract has 
been shortened by two years.

Concerns over another 
Thury Harcourt cafe 

OPPOSITION TO TRAMWAY'S PLANS 


COUNCIL officers can't agree what impact a tramway 
cafe and gift shop will have on town centre trade. 

Seaton Tramway's masterplan for a new terminus 
will be heard by East Devon District Council's (EDDC) 
Development Management Committee today (Tues¬ 
day). 

The proposed terminal represents the biggest cap¬ 
ital investment ever made in the tramway’s history, 
and is seen as a pivotal piece of the Seaton Regener¬ 
ation Site development. 

The application on the table is for: “demolition of the 
existing terminus building, raised site and track levels, 
a new terminus building, a cafe, gift shop, storage 
areas and an additional length of track”. 

Although a small number of people have objected, 
there appears to be a large element of support, in¬ 
cluding from Seaton Town Council. 

But the potential impact on other businesses has 
been flagged up by EDDC economic development of¬ 
ficers. 

It is not only other cafes and gift shops coffee that 
could be affected, but town centre trade as a whole, it 
is claimed. 

A report from the economic development depart¬ 
ment said: “We want to ensure that a good proportion 
of the additional footfall generated by Seaton Jurassic 
and the new tramway terminus is dispersed around 
the existing town centre to promote wider trade and 
increased employment. 

“We would like to ensure that, as well as being com¬ 
mercially attractive for the tramway, the new facility 
will complement the wider and longer-term regener¬ 
ation strategy that is supported by local residents and 
businesses and promoted by the council. 

“The issue is that the more commercial facilities that 
are provided within the new terminus - the second 
tramway cafe and gift shop - the more likely it is that 
visitors will engage less with the town to purchase 
food, drink and goods. 

“We want to encourage people to visit Seaton and 
enjoy the enhanced local tourism offer in the develop¬ 
ment of Seaton Jurassic and expansion of Seaton 
Tramway but also explore and enjoy the rest of this 
growing seaside town. 

“We would therefore advise against an oversupply 
of cafe provision on Thury Harcourt at this time. 

“Drawing visitors from existing trading centres to a 
new 'hub' of cafes on Thury Harcourt Place would re¬ 
duce the potential for linked-trips. 

“It would serve to limit the opportunity for greater 
visitor spend dispersal across the town - most no¬ 
tably the existing High Street to the west of this site.” 

EDDC planing officers, on the other hand, are keen 
for the development to go ahead. 

Their case summary said: “The proposal would rep¬ 
resent one of the final pieces of the jigsaw for the re¬ 
development of this western end of the regeneration 
site.

“TTie improved facility and length of track would en¬ 
able additional visitors to be accommodated, would 
improve the overall visitor experience and would bet¬ 
ter showcase the trams themselves. 

“Concerns have been raised that the provision of a 
cafe facility within the building would represent an 
oversupply in the vicinity and where there are existing 
cafes related to the Tesco superstore, the Jurassic 
Coast Interpretation Centre and independent busi¬ 
nesses to the south. 

“Whilst it is acknowledged that provision of a cafe 
has the potential to vie for trade with existing busi¬ 
nesses, the site is located within the town centre 
shopping area where there is general policy support 
for such uses and where such a facility, ancillary to the 
tram terminus, is not considered unreasonable.” 

Seaton Mayor Tony Woodman said: “The town coun¬ 
cil supported this application. 

“There was a good discussion when it came before 
our planning committee with various issues raised, in¬ 
cluding the cafe aspect, but councillors felt the pro¬ 
posal was worthy of support and voted accordingly. 

“TTie tramway is a major asset to Seaton bringing in 
many, many thousands of visitors and hopefully the 
proposed work will strengthen its position even fur¬ 
ther. This can only benefit everyone in the town.” 

Seaton and District Chamber of Commerce co- 
chairman Jenny Eagles said the chamber has not dis¬ 
cussed the issue, so could not comment, 

The terminus planning application will be decided 
during the Development Management Committee 
meeting today at EDDC headquarters in Sidmouth.

A LITTLE piece of history was cel¬ 
ebrated at Pecorama in Beer at the 
weekend with the launch of the first 
green railway engine. 

BBC journalist and model railway 
enthusiast Ben Ando joined 
Pecorama MD Michael Pritchard 
and chief engineer John Macdougall 
for the ceremony, watched by a 
large crowd all eager to hop aboard 
to experience the new service. 

“I think this is a first in the minia¬ 
ture railway world and, as far as I 
know, also a first in railways gener¬ 
ally for a locomotive to be run on 
liquid petroleum gas (LPG),” said

Mr Macdougall. 

“We converted a petrol engine re¬ 
covered from a 40-year-old mini 
and it is green not just in colour but 
also in the fact that it is much kinder 
to the environment.” 

The project to develop the new en¬ 
gine to mark the 40th anniversary of 
the Beer Heights Light Railway 
took three years to reach fruition 
and it is the first new engine since 
the introduction of ‘Claudine’ in 
2005. 

Appropriately the name of the 


new engine is ‘Ben’ in recognition 
of the guest of honour Ben Ando, 
who was first in line for a ride 
around the beautiful grounds at Pec¬ 
orama. 

“It is an absolute pleasure and ho¬ 
nour to be here today,” said Mr 
Ando, who made the long trip from 
his home in Cambridgeshire. 

“Peco is an amazing company 
whose name is known throughout 
the world by model railway enthu¬ 
siasts. 

“Its products really are the gold 
standard and this new engine is 
beautifully put together.”

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Re-routed bus to bypass Beer 


■ I READ with dismay the report in 
last week’s (1st September) edition of 
this paper under the heading ‘Half- 
Hourly bus to run between Bridport & 
Axminster’, which actually related to 
the re-routing of the X53 bus service. 
Initially I thought it referred to the Sun¬ 
day service, which has stopped at Lyme 
Regis during the winter months for a 
couple of years. However, having re¬ 
read it several times, I checked the on¬ 
line timetable, and realised it is to 
include weekdays as well! 

Aside from the fact that this is ‘The 
Jurassic Coast’ service, and since when 
has an inland route via Axminster been 
coastal, this will mean that our only 
service into Exeter will be the 52A op¬ 
erated by Stagecoach (a mind, and 
bum, numbing journey at the best of 
times, as it slowly meanders its way 
through Sidmouth). 

Yes, this does currently 
provide a more frequent 
service, being hourly, but 
it completely bypasses 
Beer so it would appear 
there will be no direct 
service into Exeter from 
there at all. Also, for 
some, the X53 is their 
only means of getting to 
hospital appointments at 
the RD&E Wonford. As 
the 52A approaches Ex¬ 
eter via Heavitree, this 
will now mean a walk

from Livery Dole (an impossible dis¬ 
tance for many older people), or bus 
hopping in Exeter, again involving 
walking a fair distance, as the Hospital 
bus does not use the bus station. 

There will also be no service at all in the 
opposite direction towards Lyme Regis, 
other than going first to Axminster! 

Given the cutbacks in bus services 
generally, it does worry me that come 
next spring when the summer timeta¬ 
bles are announced, we find that the 
X53 via Seaton into Exeter is not being 
reinstated! 

Given also the large numbers of year- 
round visitors the new Jurassic Centre 
is hoped to attract, surely the last thing 
we need is a reduction in transport links 
to Seaton.

He has risen from adopter, to secretary, to the 
new co-ordinator of the branch. 


• HOW did you become involved with 
Honiton Cats Protection? 

My wife would be classed as an Ail- 
urophile, and started fostering with Honi¬ 
ton cats Protection in 1992, and I helped 
her with looking after the foster cats and 
going on home visits. 

In 2003 I became Secretary for the 
Branch, and continued with assisting my 
wife fostering, catching strays occasionally, 
going to check the suitability of homes, 
when people want to adopt cats etc. 

• WHAT are the most rewarding things 
about helping animals? 

Fostering can be very rewarding, Late one 
night we picked up a cat from Turks Head. 
It was badly injured as its collar was 
around her head and paw. After many vis¬ 
its to the vets, her injury was no better, so 
the vets did a skin graft, which, after three 
months' care did the job. Following adver¬ 
tising Phoebe, as we called her, was re¬ 
united with her original owners. She had 
been gone for more than a year, and the 
owners had given her up for lost, so it re¬ 
ally was a happy ending.. 

• ANY unusual incidents? 

WE had a mother with some six-week- 
old kittens, who had not been socialised. 
My wife Ros warned me that they were a 
bit feral, but I said they were only six 
weeks and needed to be handled, I picked 
one up, and within an instant the kitten 
had sunk his teeth in my little finger, they 
only have their baby teeth at that stage, 
but it was like a few needles going in! It 
was slightly embarrassing going to Honi¬ 
ton A&E to get it seen to! (I needed a large 
tetanus jab). 

• YOU became the co-coordinator of the 
branch, what’s that like? 

It can be quite challenging at times dealing 
with some difficult issues, there are occa¬ 
sions when you need to take some diffi¬ 



cult decisions, for example if a cat has se¬ 
rious health problems, but there are for¬ 
tunately many more times when we find 
a lovely new owner a feline companion, 
and we get photos of the adopted cat in 
their new home. 

Being involved in this work also has 
sometimes unintended re¬ 
sults, in the last few years 
some of the foster cats • 
have “adopted" us and g 
have come out of the 
pen into our home 
and we wouldn't be 
without them now! 

• WHAT other ( 

challenges does the 
organisation face? 0 

Getting enough volunteers 

to help with fostering the cats in 
our care, and also to help in our shop in the 
High street, which is our biggest source of 
weekly income, in order to be able to do 
what we do. We do need another fosterer 
and shop volunteers are welcomed with 
open arms. 

• APART from fostering cats what other 
aims does Honiton Cats Protection have? 

One of Cats Protection's aims is to try to 
stop too many unwanted cats. This year 
we have been running a scheme for neu¬ 
tering and microchipping for the EX14 area 
for £10. Last year we neutered 266 cats, 
and this year so far about 100, we hope in 
the long term this will assist in reducing 
homeless felines. 

• YOU’VE been fostering cats from the 
Cats Protection since 1992? 

I HAVE always had cats, from a very young 
age and they never stop being entertain¬ 
ing. We had a “cat proof" fence built around 
our back garden, partly to let some of the 
foster cats have a bit more freedom. At the 
time we had two cats called Betty and 



Boop, who we let out in the 
| g 0 fenced area. Within about two 
^ minutes of being let out, Boop had 
0 climbed the fence, and got onto the 
roof of the bungalow, and we then spent 
the next hour trying to coax her down! 
These two cats were homed to a lady in 
Honiton, who soon became our Treasurer, 
so cats help with making new friends! 

• HOW many members does Honiton 
Branch have? 

WE are a small branch covering the EX14 
area and have between 30 to 40 mem¬ 
bers, membership is only £8 a year and 
you get our small magazine three times a 
year to keep you in touch with everything. 

• HOW many cats do you help each year? 
Last year we rehomed 42 cats, and kit¬ 
tens, together with helping reuniting 
strays with their owners, ferals and other 
cats in need. 

• DOES any of your funding go to the na¬ 
tional organisation? 

No, all monies raised in the shop or other 
fundraising goes directly to help cats and 
kittens in the Honiton area only. We do get 
a grant to help with neutering, but we 
keep all money that we raise in the area. 
We really are a local charity.

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Talented young musicians to 
play Concerts in the West series 


THE RENOWNED American jazz 
saxophonist Charlie Parker fa¬ 
mously said: “Don't play the saxo¬ 
phone. Let it play you”. For many 
saxophone players, this quote sums 
up what is often a love hate relation¬ 
ship, but at just 23 years of age, sax¬ 
ophonist Huw Wiggin's ‘Liquid gold 
tones’ certainly sound like he's hav¬ 
ing a pretty good time playing his 
chosen instrument. 

Wiggin is already in great demand 
both in the UK and abroad where he 
is recognised as a remarkable soloist 
and chamber musician. So it's under¬ 
standable that Catherine Hodgson, 
the founder and director of Concerts 
in the West, is immensely excited to 
be welcoming Huw to the West 
Country where he will be touring in 
September for the music charity. 

In what is after all a relatively 
short career to date, Huw has already 
notched up an impressive list of 
awards (including Commonwealth 
Musician of the Year), together with 
an action-packed high profile tour¬ 
ing schedule. Highlights of 2015 in¬ 



clude the commissioning of a Saxo¬ 
phone concerto, a return visit to the 
Edinburgh Festival, the opening per¬ 
formance in the Beaminster Festival 
and the release of a concerto CD. 
Amidst this he still manages to find 
time to continue his own studies, as 
well as teaching saxophone. 

A review in The Times praised Huw 
for his "Liquid gold tones and envi¬

EXACTLY eight years and more than 1.5 mil¬ 
lion units since it was launched (on the 50th 
anniversary of the original car’s launch) the 
successful and iconic FIAT 500 makes way for 
its successor: the New FIAT 500.

It’s ‘term’ for some sound lessons with the 1AM 


THIS week the IAM’s head of driving standards, Peter Rodger is offering 
advice to parents who will be driving their children back to school across 
England and Wales. Here’s how drivers can ensure their children and 
themselves stay extra safe on our busy roads. 

Make sure your children’s school bags and lunches are prepared in ad¬ 
vance so you are not leaving in a hurry in the morning. Being rushed will 
only reduce your concentration at the wheel and will make you drive er¬ 
ratically. A little preparation can go a long way. 

Never stop on the zig-zags by the school gate; it’s dangerous and you 
may be given a penalty notice. Once parked in a safe place ensure you let 
your passengers out on the pavement side. 

Be prepared for children trying to get out the car in a rush especially 
when approaching the school gate. Use the child lock feature and 
ensure they are wearing their seatbelts so they are secure for the length of 
the journey. 

Try to arrange for a car pool with other parents. The fewer vehicles 
around the school gate the better. 

Roads surrounding schools are sometimes 20mph so it is essential 
that you keep to the limit and keep an eye out for children crossing the 
road and emerging from between parked vehicles as they may not be 
paying attention. 

New starters attending reception class are unlikely to understand the 


dangers of the road. Bear this in mind when driving nearby and keep 
your eyes peeled for children wandering into the road alone. If you’re 
dropping off young children, always get out of the car and walk them to 
the front gate. 

Do keep in mind many youngsters in the autumn are walking to school 
for the first time, especially those going to secondary school. So don’t as¬ 
sume because the children are older they will be more aware of what’s 
going on around them. The casualty figures show us this age group is the 
most likely to be involved in an accident and this time of year is the most 
likely for it to happen, so take extra care. 

Keep in mind that the key time for youngsters going to and coming back 
from school are from 7.30am and from 3pm. Be aware that bus stops 
around housing estates will most likely be busy with youngsters getting 
off and getting on coaches and buses. 

If your children are walking to school you should still make them aware 
of potential hazards on the road. Make sure they look both ways before 
crossing and encourage them to use a pedestrian crossing if there is one. 

Peter said: “Road safety is often the last thing on the minds of parents 
and children on a busy school morning. But this is the busiest time of the 
day on our roads - and chances of an accident occurring are much greater. 
Make sure you teach your children the lessons of road safety when the 
pressure is off, and they are likely to remember them when it counts.”
